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1, Since the first two bombings in San Jose, two more attempts have been made 
which show a lack of direction and coordination that would tend to remove all 
suspicion from Communists, supporters of Figuerees or adherents of the present 
Costa Rican G-vernment using the pretext to gain political objectives, The 
stick of dynamite that was exploded at the entrance of the Nicaraguan Consulate, 
on 3 February, and a similar attempt on the Banco Necionmal on 5 February 1951, 
are the two most recent incidents, 


2. In comnection with the previous bombing of the house of Enrique Sencho J4monez ; 

a different source disputed the statement made in a previous report* to the 

effect that Communist leaders had suggested that Sancho run for the presidenc
